Underpaid letter from Brickfields Road, Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya to San Francisco, USA partly 
paid by a copy of the 12 cents of 1922 postmarked 29 MY 1930. The rate was 12 cents for the first oz 
and 6 cents for each additional oz and this double weight letter had a deficiency of 6 cents. 

On the obverse is another postmark as well as a previously unrecorded “T” (Taxe) mark in a circle which 
appears to have been applied in Singapore with a machine transit mark of 30 May 1930 on the reverse. 
On the obverse there is also a manuscript “25 cf’ indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes and 
a “Postage Due 6 cents/ Seattle, Wash.” mark in purple but no postage due stamps. 
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MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Perak 
September/October 1930 


Underpaid PPC (Rubber Tapping, Singapore) from Ipoh, Perak, Malaya to Upice, Czechoslovakia partly paid by a 
copy of the 4 cents FMS of 1926 postmarked 28 September 1930 on the picture side. The rate was 6 cents and 
the deficiency 2 cents. 

On the address side is a Penang “T/ centimes” (Taxe) mark in a box with a manuscript “10” inserted indicating 
double the deficiency in gold centimes which was applied in transit. There is no arrival mark or indication that 












postage due was charged.

February 1931 


Underpaid letter from Teluk Anson, Perak, Malaya to Birkerod, Denmark partly paid by a horizontal pair 
of the 6 cents of the FMS of 1926 postmarked 6 FEB 31. The rate was 12 cents per oz plus 6 cents per 
additional oz and the payment was 12 cents with 6 cents deficiency. 

There is a Teluk Anson “t/T/al cts” (Taxe) mark in a circle with a pencilled “25c” alongside indicating 
double the deficiency in gold centimes. The Birkerod arrival mark on a copy of the 25 ore Danish 
postage due stamp of 1926 is 4.3.31. The total transit period was 26 days.

June/August 1931 


Letter from Ipoh, Malaya to Nassau, Bahamas postmarked 23 JUN31 on a vertical pair of the 3 cents 
FMS stamp of 1927. 
By mistake an Ipoh “i/T/p” in a circle (Taxe) mark was applied (because the sorter mistook the “North 
America” in the address as meaning the US) A Penang transit mark of 23 JU 1931 is on the reverse and 
a Nassau arrival mark of 12 AU 31 is on the obverse. 
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MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Negri Sembilan 


July/August 1931 


Letter from Seremban, Negri Sembilan, Malaya to Texas, USA partly(?) paid with a copy of the FMS 2 cents 
of 1926 postmarked 30 July 1931. There is a Seremban “T” in a triangle (Taxe) mark. The 2 cents postage 
paid should have been enough for the unsealed envelope as printed matter rate but was not accepted. 
There is a machine transit mark of Singapore on the reverse of 8am on 31 July 1931. In transit a binocular 
“New York” "Due/ 2/ Cents” mark was applied and on arrival a precancelled 2 cents US postage due stamp 

was applied in San Antonia Texas. 
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MALAYA - FEDERAITED MALAY SIATES 


Perak ?March 1932? 


Underpaid PPC (Frazers Hill) from Teluk Anson, Perak, Federated Malay States, Malaya to Toronto, 
Canada partly paid by horizontal triple (one copy removed) of the FMS one cent of 1923 postmarked 


217 March 1932?. The rate was 4 cents and the deficiency 1 cent. 


There is a “t T/ al cts” (Taxe) mark in a circle and a blue manuscript “10C” indicating double the deficiency 
in gold centimes. There is then a “1d/ F.B.” mark applied in transit in London. On arrival mark in Toronto a 
boxed "2 cents/ due” mark is applied to indicate the postage due charged.

Perak November 1931 


Underpaid letter from Taiping, Perak, Malaya to Philadelphia, USA postmarked 23 November 1931 on a 
copy of the FMS 6 cents of 1926. The rate was 12 cents and the deficiency was 6 cents 
On the obverse is a Taiping “tT/p” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle and on the reverse a transit mark of 
Penang of 24 November 1931. On arrival in the US a “New York GPO” "Due/ 5/ cents” mark was applied but 
no postage due stamp. 
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MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Negri Sembilan 
January/February 1933 


Improperly paid item from Seremban, Negri Sembilan, Malaya to Surrey, England postmarked 19 JA 


1933 on a copy of the 1926 FMS 2 cents. The letter rate was 8 cents while the printed matter rate was 


2 cents so the deficiency for the letter rate was 6 cents. 

There is a Seremban “T” (taxe) mark in a triangle and a manuscript “Contains a communication’ with ` 
initials. On arrival in London “2%d/ 1.S./ M” and boxed “Liable to Letter Rate/ I.S.” marks were applied. 
The Surbiton, Surrey arrival mark is 13 FE 1933 and is on copies of the %d and 2d postage due 
stamps of 1924. 
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
